ndian Lands 
on 
Ned Mitchell, local Indian 
agent, received word this week 
of the signing of the Mission 
Indian "patent fee bill" by 
President 
Dwight D. 
Eisen­ 
hower. 
The law was passed hy both 
houses of Congress in August, 
and as it was recommended for 
passage by the Department of 
the Interior, the President's 
signature was considered a 
certainty. 
This law virtually clears the 
way for title insurance com 
panies to grant insurance, with 
the only possible drawback be­ 
ing a “lis pendens” action in 
the Segundo suit. 
UNDER THE LAW, a member 
of the Agua Caliente Band of 
Mission Indians no longer need 
hold his land for 25 years be­ 
fore applying for patents in 
fee. which in effect removes it 
from governmental control and 
permits him to dispose of it in 
any manner desired. 
The applicant for a patent in 
fee must accept all land under 
his ownership though, and the 
action must be approved bv the 
local Indian office; area direc­ 
tor. Bureau of Indian Affairs, 
and Secretary of the Interior. 
TRIBAL LAND is not affected 
hy the action, as sale of any 
portion still requires Congres­ 
sional approval. 
Tire action hy Congress and 
the President is considered a 
major step in the stabilization 
of the values of [ndian land, 
with the only obstacle being 
the Segundo suit which may bo 
decided by the federal courts 
in the near future. 
The law not onlv affects fu­ 
ture transactions, but is retro­ 
active to past sales.

“With an average pupil en ­ 
rollment of 25 per room, this 
means that the district must 
provide 26 to 28 additional 
classrooms prior to the opening 
of school in September, 1959," 
he stated.

Cahuilla — Three classrooms

Hale of the CVCWD to ask the 
county- flood control district to 
furnish full inform ation. Direc­

flood w aters into the district. 
The 
district had previously 
refused to enter into the project 
jointly w ith the flood control 
district.

According to the pam phlet, 
some soil types are being d e ­ 
veloped at a much more rapid 
rate th an other, probably be­ 
cause of th eir greater desir­ 
ability for the valley’s unique 
agriculture. 
Grapes, 
citrus, 
vegetables, 
and dates are most com m only 
grown on the lighter soils w hich 
frequently have less frost h az­ 
ard and produce earlier m a tu r­ 
ity. D ates seem to attain finer 
quality on the sands. 
The finer soil types lie g en ­ 
erally in lower sections of the 
valley w here frost hazard is 
greater and .ire better suited to 
field crops.

T im e m arched on and m ore an d more dissatisfaction 
aro se am ong the com m unities of th e Desert Area over 
th e rem oteness of county facilities and the utter d isre­ 
g a rd of the needs of this section by a m ajority of the 
B oard of Supervisors. 
Feeling reached a new clim ax 
a couple of weeks ago w h en a group of m en rep resen t­ 
ing all sections of the d esert a re a met in Blythe and 
s ta rte d a m ovem ent to form a new county. 
The plan 
calls for th e organization of a corporation to give the 
subject thorough study a n d get th e movement under 
w ay. These men aren 't fooling th is time. 
They realize 
th e difficulties facing th em but th is group talked like 
th ey mean business. 
If it takes a n act of the Legisla­ 
tu re such appropriate legislation will be introduced, no 
doubt. 


It appears also th at this most recent movement to di­ 
vide the county will be tak en a little m ore seriously 
over at the county seat. T h e Riverside E nterprise said 
recently, ‘‘It has alw ays seem ed th a t a good m any ot 
th o se who have talked of secession in the past have 
[lone so for the purpose of strateg y . . . b u t it looks as 
though m ost of this group actually want to form a new 
co u n ty .” T he Riverside d aily says it doubts there ever 
will be and doesn’t think th ere should be, a division of 
th e county but it does recognize th a t the people of the 
desert area have som e legitim ate grievances. 
It also 
recognizes the neglect of th is section which stems from 
the fact th a t we do not h av e an adequate representation 
on the B oard of Supervisors. The answer, believes the 
E nterprise, lies in recognition of, and attention to the 
n eed s of all sections of th e county in equality of rep re­ 
sentation on the Board of Supervisors and equal tr e a t­ 
m ent by the board. 


W h eth er or not the people of th e older western por­ 
tion of the county to g e th er with the county officials 
w ak e up in time to correct this situation rem ains to be 
•een. 
Perhaps the public hearing called by the G rand 
J u r y which opens next w eek will shed a lot of light on 
thi . uhject and result in som e definite action but in the 
m eantim e th e m ovem ent for the form ation of a new 
c o u n ty will no doubt continue to gain momentum. 


O f one thing we are absolutely certain: this section of 
(be county cannot expect to receive its due considera­ 
tion by the Board of Supervisors as now constituted. 
I'hr situation should be a n d can be remedied. If resi­ 
dent 
in o th er sections of th e county recognize this fact, 
e ith e r th rough the re-districting plan or by election of 
all aipervlsors at large as set forth in the proposed new 
co u n ty ch arter — a division in the county in the future 
m ay be averted. 
• 


In the m eantim e, how ever, it seems p retty certain 
that efforts for the establishm ent of a new Desert C oun­ 
t 
will continue to receive m ore an d more support.

On a speaking trip to the 
southwest 1 w a s having dinner 
in my hotel w hen a m an came 
in asking for me. He introduced 
himself, very kindly saying he 
had been w anting to meet me 
for a long time.

As a result, my wife left 
me. I lost my job, in fact, sev­ 
eral jobs—until I couldn’t get 
another one. Ibeeam e a bum. 
I panhandled on the streets. 
Then I panhandled through the 
countryside. I slept it« barns, 
haystacks, a n y place I could 
find. My clothes were rags. I 
was down and out.

day 
I 
stopped 
at a 
house to ask for a handout. A 
wom an fed m e and, as I sat 
on the back stoop eating, she 
said to mo: ‘W hat m akes you 
this 
w ay? 
You 
must 
have 
something m ore in you. You 
can m ake a m a n of yourself.’ 
Then she went into the house 
and camp out with 
a 
hook, 
which she gave to me. It was 
your book. ‘The Art of Living’,” 
he concluded. 
Then he reached into his coat 
pocket and pulled out th e book 
to show' me. It w a s torn, ragged, 
dirty. 
He continued: 
“I took 
that book w'ith me. Often, to 
get out of the cold, I would go 
into a public library and read 
it. I read it a dozen tim es w'hile 
I w'as going across the country. 
I cam e to this town eventually 
because I had heard there was 
a kindhearted m an here who 
might give m e a job. I had 
his address a n d went to his 
house. 
A young wom an was 
outside sweeping the sidew'alk. 
That woman, 
incidentally, is 
now m y wife.” 
He went on with his story: 
"As I read th a t book, I began 
to get close to God. I could 
actually feel m yself change. A 
feeling came to me th a t per­ 
haps T could be an accountant. 
So I borrow'ed some books and 
began to study cost accounting.

com pany 
finally 
hired me for a special job. It 
was a kind of work I’d never 
done before, b u t I applied the 
spiritual principles I’d learned, 
and I prayed.

twenty percent of accuracy, my 
employers w ould he satisfied. 
In my prayers. I asked God ^o 
help me figure it out. With His 
help,

tenth percent of the final fig­ 
ures." 
When I said goodbye to this 
rem arkable man who had sta rt­ 
ed our conversation wdth the 
words, “I was a bum," I knew 
that I w as seeing, a man who 
had found his w ay back. 
He 
had learned that, if you put 
your trust in God and let Him 
help you, it doesn’t matter w hat 
you have been or what you 
are. He can help you become 
what you ought to be; He can 
help you find your way back. 
One wonderful thing about 
hum an beings is that, no m a t­ 
ter how old they are, how bpdly 
they have failed, how frustrated 
they are. there 
is alw ays a 
spark w’ithin them— the hope of 
starting 
again, 
doing 
better, 
achieving their dreams, finding 
their w ay back to their highest 
desires.
